THE PUNJAB MUNICIPAL (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1985 

No. 3 of 1985. 

Enacted by the President in the Thirty-sixth Yen* of the Republic 

of India 

An Act further to amend the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 

36 vf 1984 In exerc ^ se the powers conferred by section 3 of the Punjab State 
Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1984, the President is pleased to 
enact as follows: — 

1. This Act myv bo called the Punjab Municipal (Amendment) A*t, 
19415. 

2. In the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911, in section 13 —

(uj after sub-section (2B), the following sub se Ton -i all be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(3) Where in the opinion of the Slate Goverrun mi eletio u

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specified or extended, as the case may be, under sub-section (2), 
the State Government may, by notification, declare that all 
members of such committee shall, on and from the date of 
expiry of the term so specified or so extended, cease to hold 
office and notwithstanding anything contained in section 238, the 
committee shall, on and from that date, stand superseded and 
the provisions sub-section (4) of section 238 shall, as far as 
may be, apply : such supersession: 

Provided that the period of supersession shall not exceed 
two years.". —

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Reasons for the enactment 

The general elections to the municipal committees in the State of 
Punjab were held in June, 1979 and the normal term of office of 5 years 
of the elected members was to expire from June, 1984 onwards. Due to 
disturbed conditions in the State, it was not considered'possible to hold 
election' to the municipal committees before the expiry of the term of 
office of the then elected members and to overcome the difficulties, 
the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 was got amended and clause (i) was 
inserted m the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 13 of the Act em- 
poweiing the State Government to extend the term of office of the 
elected members of the municipal committees for a period not exceeding 
one year in the aggregate tide President’s Act 2 of 1984. Accordingly, 
the term of the municipal committees in the State had been extended 
up In 30th June, 1989 It is proposed to extend the term further, as con¬ 
ditions in the State still do not permit the holding of municipal elections 
before 30th June, 1985. There is no provision in the Punjab Municipal 
Act, 1911, to meet che requirements of lha situation. To overcome this 
difficulty, it is proposed to amend the Punjab Municipal Act, 1911 to the 
following effect— 

(i) that provision may be made empowering the State Govern¬ 
ment to extend the term of the municipal committee beyond 30tli 
June, 1985 for a period not exceeding one vear in aggregate; and 

(it) that provision for supersession may be made so that the 
municipal committees could be superseded on the expiry of the term 
so extended, if considered necessary. 

However, elections can be held during the period of extension or super- 
session, as the case may be, as and when conditions in the State so permit. 

Since the Bill is to be enacted as President’s Act before 30th June, 
1983, it is not practicable to consult the Consultative Committee of Mem¬ 
bers of parliament under the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 3 of the 
Punjab State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1984 (36 of 1984). 
As such the Bill is being enacted as President’s Act without such con¬ 
sultation.
